The Allied Military Delegation 
in Norway has informed the 
German commander, General 
Boehme, that German troops must 
be withdrawn from Oslo, Trond-

The first contingent of Norwégian 
and British airborne troops was 
expected at Gardermoen last night. 
Instructions to the Wehrmacht in 
Norway were broadcast last night 
from Allied Headquarters. The mes- 
sage issued by the Supreme Com- 
mander, General Eisenhower, said: 
“ Maintain your discipline. Obey the 
orders of your commanders through 
whom will be transmitted to you 
those of the Allied Supreme Com- 
mander.

Broadcasting to the Russian
